Indeci'sion on Palestine Issue 
Can Mean Death to the UN 


By JAMES THRASHER 


The United States government has 


taken the position that a UN force, 
if it is sent to Palestine, must be 
used only lo keep the peace and 
not to enforce partition. Lei 
us 


supose that such a force is sent, 
and then try to discover the fine 
distinction in its operation. 


A sizable, well-equipped interna- 
tional army could probably stop the 
fighting by superior strength. Then 
what? 
Two things might happen. 


The Arab nations could bow lo the 
UN majority decision and allow par- 
tition lo proceed. Or they could an- 
nounce that if eifprts were made lo 
enforce the decision 
they would 


again opoi,-c it by force of 'arms. 


Assuming that Ihe Arabs look the 


second course, what would be the 
UN army's role? If tho Arabs began 
firing and Iho international soldiers 
fired bad;, would they be enforc- 
ing partition or trying to keep the 
peace? 


These are 
hypothetical 
Ques- 


tions, and the Palestine situation is 


, too grave for such academic dis- 


cussion. But academic discussion 
seems to be our government's pre- 
sent solution of the Holy Land prob- 
lem. The approach is somewhat as 
if a house were blazing fiercely in 
a street of closely-packed dwellings 
and the firemen arrived on foot, 
with ho fire-fighting equipment, and 
began a formal debate on the pos- 
sibility of the fire's spreading. 


The American position, as out- 


lined by our delegate. Warren Aus- 
tin, 
is a model of parliamentary 
propriety. It would favor the ap- 
pointment 
of a 
committee 
oi 


inquiry. If lhal committee found 
that international peace was threa- 
tened and if a majority o£ the Se- 
curity Council agreed, ix would con- 
sult with other members "with a 
view to such action as may be nec- 
essary." 


All this is very proper and very 


passive. II doesn't try to stampede 
the UN. 
It doesn't try lo throw 


American weight around.

The benefits returned to the com- 


munity and section by the Arkansas 
Employment office were described 
to Hope Rotary club at its Friday 
noon luncheon in Hotel Barlow by 
Teddy M. Jones, 
manager of the 


Hope dsitrict office. Said Mr. Jones: 


"The employment security pro- 


gram in this state encompasses two 
functions administered by a single 
agency. The functions are that of 
unemployment compensation 
and 


employment service and that agen- 
cy is the Arkansas Employment Se- 
curity Division. We have two pri- 
mary objectives in our 
division, 


first, Io secure jobs for unemployed 
workers; and second, if we fail to 
place them in employment to pay 
them Unemployment Insurance if 
they meet eligibility requirement. 


"I wonder if you realize exactly 


how the Employment Security Div- 
ision contributes to the economic 
welfare of Arkansas and to Hope in 
particular. Lets look at a few fig- 
uies. In 1946 our division distrib- 
uted in Arkansas $52.200,000. Less 
than .$2,000,000 of this was con- 
tributed by Arkansas 
employers. 


Nearly $2,000,000 of this was paid 
by war factories. Nearly $7,000,000 
was paid by other states where 
our workers went to do war work 
and now draw their unemployment 
benefits from those states.

Masaryk's Death 
Blamed on West 
by Czech Reds 


Prague, March 13 — (/p) — Jan 
Masaryk received the last rites of 
state today as President 
Edua'rd 
Benes wept at his bier. 


In the vaulted Pantheon of the 
National Museum, draped in black 
Communist Premier Klemenl Gott- 
wald made the main funeral ora- 
tion, berating the critics of 
Ma- 


saryk in the West and indirectly 
accusing them of the foreign min- 
ister's death. 


The frail, ailing president, who 


helped Masaryk's father mold this 
republic, dried his 
eyes 
as 
an 


eulogy by another government of- 
ficial recaled 
episodes 
of 
Jan 
Masaryk's life. 


The president stood with 
head 
bowed into the fur collar 
of his 


overcoat. He seemed to be trying 
to maintain his composure. 
Then the lights went down and a 
children's choir sang the favorite 
folk song of Czechoslovakia's first 
president, 
Thomas 
G. Masaryk. 
Bencs broke into tears. The presi- 
dent mopped his face and 
mouth 
with a handkerchief. He 
rubbed 
his eyes with his fingers. 


It was Bones' first public appear- 


ance since the government 
crisis 
began in Czechoslovakia Feb. 21. 


Bencs talked for an hour with Jan 
Masaryk Tuesday night. The next 
morning Masaryk's body was found 
below a window of Czernln palace, 
the foreign ministry 
office. 
The 


Communists, who seized power two 
weeks ago, said Masaryk commit- 
ted suicide. 


Dr. Benes reached the Pantheon 


of the National Museum at 2 p. m. 
(7 a.m. Central Standard Time) 
and a few seconds later the funeral 
began. From early morning thou- 
sands of persons 
had 
gathered 
around the National Museum 
and 


Parliament, and had crowded the 
side streets 
of Prague's central 


square. Yesterday more than 250,- 
000 persons had filed past 
Ma- 
saryk's bier. 


Communist 
Premier 
Klement 
Gottwald spoke 
at 
the 
funeral 
services. Gottwald 
blamed 
criti- 


cism from the West for the death 
of the,Czech statesman, who died 
Wednesday after plunging from his 
office.window and was officially re- 
corded a suicide. 


"I can prove that Jan Masaryk 
clearly and 
without 
compromise 


agreed with the action program of 
the new government and already 
started to fulfill this program with 
his sphere of influence," Gottwald 
saidr

"I can prove that Masaryk, who 
decided to go with the people, when 
he stood on the crossroads of our 
natin's fate, meant what he said." 


Hundreds of thousands of people

They bought out the flowershops 


for blossoms to throw at the cais- 
son bearing Masaryk's body there 
from the foreign office. They piled 
wreaths at the bier. They snapped 
un memorial photographs and me- 
morial stamps. 


"Look at them," said one wom- 


an in the crowd, pointing to the 
Communists. "They do not 
even 
have 
enough decency to stay 
at 


home, those hypocrites. They have 
come to sneer at their victims." 


Gottwald told the mourners the 


crisis in Czechoslovakia was engi- 
neered by the West. 
"I can prove it myself that from 


the first days of the government 
crisis, Jan Masaryk distinctly kept 
a\yay from those who plotted this 
crisis," he declared.

Save Pantry 
By Wiping 
Gut Pests 


Here is an opportunity for Hemp- 
stead County homemakers to save 
both food and money. This can 
be done by saving grain products 
in the pantry by destroying insects, 
says Mary Dixon. Home Demon- 
stration Agent. 


(To control pantry pests just fol- 
wUhesCifive steps: 
1. ^CleaitStne shelves thoroughly. 
Fo6d gets spilled. Particles sift 


out of packages. This food stays 
on the shelf or lodges in cracks 
and corners. Insects can live on 
this food. They get into food placed 
on the shelves later. 
Cleaning 


shelves removes this source of in- 
festation. 


2. Spray the cupboard with 5 per 
cent DDT. 


Remove all packages of food and 
paint or spray a 5 per cent DDT 
solution on the interior 
surfaces 


of the cupboard. A deposit of DDT 
crystals will remain after the liquid 
has dried. These crystals will be 
effective 
for 
several 
months. 


Insects that crawl around inside 
sprayed cupboards will be killed 
before they have a chance to lay 
eggs and start new infestations. 
Wait until the spray drys before 
putting packages back on the shel- 
ves. The dry DDT deposit will not 
harm food inside packages. Such 
a spray treatment will be of no 
value against insects inside pack- 
ages because they will not come in 
contact with the, insecticide cry- 
stals. 


3. Inspect all packages of food 
:or insects. 


You may find 
insects in flour, 


meal, cereals, cornstarch, crackers, 
areakfast 
foods, 
macaroni and 
spaghetti. Look through such foods 
carefully. 
Insects that feed on 


grain products may also be found 
in spices, nut meats, chocolate, 
cocoa, dehydrated foods, 
dried 


fruits, dry soup mixes, dog biscuit 
and bird seed.

And, curiously enough, husbands, 
even those who really love their 
wives, arc so often utterly indif- 
ferent to the happiness of the wo- 
men whose well-being lies in their 
hands. They seem to think that if 
they provide their wives with com- 
fortable homes, plenty to eat, and 
charge accounts at the best stores,, 
they have done their full duty to 
them and have a right 
to prune 
themselves upon being model hus- 
bands.

and amuse 
them. Their idea seems to be that 
being a good husband consists in 
paying the bills.
